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The following Bills were introduced in Lok Sabha on the 25th 
March, 1972: — 

Bill No. 22 iof 1972. 

A Bill to provide for the establishment of an Authority for the develop¬ 
ment of the marine products industry under the control of the Union 
and for matters connected therewith. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-third Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 


1. (I) This Act may be called the Marine Products Export Develop¬ 
ment Authority Act, 1972. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint: 
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Provided that different dates may be appointed for different provi¬ 
sions of this Act. 
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2. It is hereby declared that it is expedient in the public interest that 
the Union should take under its control the marine products industry. 


3. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Authority” means the Marine Products Export Develop¬ 
ment Authority established under section 4; 

( b ) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Authority; 

(c) "conveyance” includes a carrier vessel or a vehicle; 

(d) “dealer” means a dealer in any of the marine products; 

(e) "Director” means the Director of Marine Products Export 
Development appointed under section 7; 

(/) “export” and “import” mean respectively taking out of, or 
bringing Into, India by land, sea or air; 

(fir) “fishing vessel” means a ship or boat fitted with mechanical 
means of propulsion which is exclusively engaged in sea-fishing for 
profit; ! fl ' 1 

(h) “marine products” includes all varieties of fishery products 
known commercially as shrimp, prawn, lobster, crab, fish, shell-fish, 
other aquatic animals or plants or part thereof and any other pro¬ 
ducts which the Authority may, by notification in the Gazette of 
India, declare to be marine products for the purposes of this Act; 

(t) “member” means a member of the Authority; 

(j) “owner”, in relation to any fishing vessel or in relation to 
any processing plant or storage premises for marine products or in 
relation to any conveyance used for the transport of marine products, 
includes— 

(1) any agent of the owner; and 

(ii) a mortgagee, lessee or other person In actual possession 

of the fishing vessel, processing plant, storage premises or con¬ 
veyance; 

( k ) "prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this 

Act; ! 

(l) “processing”, in relation to marine products, includes the 
preservation of such products such as canning, freezing, drying, salt¬ 
ing, smoking, peeling or filleting and any other method of processing 
which the Authority may, by notification in the Gazette of India, 
specify in this behalf. 

CHAPTER II 

Marine Products Export Development Authority 

4, (I) With effect from such date as the Central Government may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette, specify in this behalf, there shall be 
established for the purposes of this Act, an Authority to be called the 
Marine Products Export Development Authority.

(2) The Authority shall be a body corporate by the name aioresaid, 
having perpetual succession and a common seal, with power to acquire, 
hold and dispose of property, both movable and immovable, and to con¬ 
tract, and shall by the said name sue and be sued. 

(3) The Authority shall consist of the following members, namely: — 

(a) a Chairman to be appointed by the Central Government; 

(b) the Director of Marine Products Export Development, 
ex officio; 

(e) three members of Parliament of whom two shall be elected 
by the House of the People and one by the Council of States; 

(d) five members to represent respectively the Ministries of the 
Central Government dealing with— 

(i) agriculture, 

(ii) finance, 

(in) foreign trade, 

(in) industry, and 

(v) shipping and transport; 

(e) such number of other members not exceeding twenty as the 
Central Government may think expedient, to be appointed by that 
Government by notification in the Official Gazette from among per¬ 
sons who are in its opinion capable of representing— 

(i) the Governments of the States or Union territories having 
a sea-coast; 

(ii) the interests of owners of fishing vessels, processing plants 
or storage premises for marine products and conveyances used 
for the transport of marine products; 

(iii) the interests of dealers; 

(in) the interests of persons employed in the marine products 
industry; 

(u) the interests of persons employed in research institutions 
engaged in the researches connected with the said industry; and 

(in) such other persons or class of persons who, in the opinion 
of the Central Government, ought to be represented on the 
Authority. 

(4) The number of persons to be appointed as members from each of 
the categories specified in clause (e) of sub-section (3), the term of 
office of the members other than the member referred to in clause (b) 
of that sub-section, and the manner of filling vacancies among, and the 
procedure to be followed in the discharge of their functions by the mem¬ 
bers shall be such as may be prescribed. 

(5) Any officer of the Central Government, not being a member Sf 
the Authority, when deputed by that Government in this behalf* shall 
have the right to attend meetings of the Authority and take part in thtt 
proceedings thereof but shall not be entitled to vote. 

(6) The Authority shall elect from among its members a Viee-Chall? t> 
man who shall exercise such of the powers and perform such of thb 
functions of the Chairman as may be prescribed or as may be delegated 
to him by the Chairman.

5. No act or proceeding of the Authority or any Committee appointed 
by it under section 8, shall be invalidated merely by reason of— 

(a) any vacancy in, or any defect in the constitution of, the 
Authority or such Committee; or 

(5) any defect in the appointment of a person acting as a mem¬ 
ber of the Authority or such Committee; or 

(c) any irregularity in the procedure of the Authority or such 

Committee not affecting in merits of the case. 

6. The Chairman shall be entitled to such salary and allowances and 
such conditions of service in respect of leave, pension, provident fund and 
other matters as may, from time to time, be fixed by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. 

7. (1) The Central Government shall appoint a Director of Marine 
Products Export Development to exercise such powers and perform such 
duties under the Chairman as may be prescribed or as may be delegated 
to him by the Chairman. 

(2) The Central Government shall appoint a Secretary to the Autho¬ 
rity to exercise such powers and perform such duties under the Chairman 
as may be prescribed or as may be delegated to him by the Chairman. 

(3) The Director and the Secretary to the Authority shall be entitled 
to such salaries and allowances and such conditions of service in respect 
of leave, pension, provident fund and other matters as may be fixed by 
the Central Government. 

(4) Subject to such control and restrictions as may be prescribed, the 
Authority may appoint such other officers and employees as may be 
necessary for the efficient performance of its functions and pay them such 
palaries and allowances as it may determine from time to time. 

<5) The Chairman, the Director, the Secretary and other employees 
of the Authority shall not undertake any work unconnected with their 
duties under this Act except with the permission of the Central Govern¬ 
ment.

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(b) registering fishing vessels, processing plants or storage pre¬ 
mises for marine products and conveyances used for the transport 
of marine products; 

(e) fixing of standards and specifications for marine products for 
purposes of export; 

(d) rendering of financial or other assistance to owners of fishing 
vessels engaged in off-shore and deep-sea fishing and owners of pro¬ 
cessing plants or storage premises for marine products and convey¬ 
ances used for the transport of marine products, and acting as an 
agency for such relief and subsidy schemes as may be entrusted to 
the Authority; 

(e) carrying out inspection of marine products in any fishing 
vessel, processing plant, storage premises, conveyance or other place 
where such products are kept or handled, for the purpose of ensuring 
the quality of such products; 

(/) regulating the export of marine products; 

(g) improving the marketing of marine products outside India; 

(h) registering of exporters of marine products on payment of 
such fees as may b.e prescribed; 

(i) collecting statistics from persona engaged in the catching of 
fish or other marine products, owners of processing plants or storage 
premises for marine products or conveyances used for the transport 
of marine products, exporters of such products and such other persons 
as may be prescribed on any matter relating to the marine products 
industry and the publishing of statistics so collected, or portions 
thereof or extracts therefrom; 

(j) training in various aspects of the marine products industry; 

and 


(k) such other matters as may be prescribed. 

(3) The Authority shall perform its functions under this section in 
accordance with and subject to such rules as may be made by the Cen¬ 
tral Government. 

10. (1) The Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette and for reasons to be specified therein, direct that the Authority t }, e Autho- 
shall be dissolved from such date and for such period as may be specified r ity. 
in the notification: 

Provided that before issuing any such notification, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment shall give a reasonable opportunity to the Authority to make 
representations against the proposed dissolution and shall consider the 
representations, if any, of the Authority. 

(2) When the \uthority is dissolved under the provisions of sub¬ 
section (7),— 

(a) all members notwithstanding that their term of office has 
not expired, shall, from the date of dissolution, vacate their offices 
as such members; 
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(b) all powers and duties of the Authority shall, during the 
period of dissolution, be exercised and performed by such person or 
persons as the Central Government may appoint in this behalf; 

(c) all funds and other property vested in the Authority shall, 
during the period of dissolution, vest in the Central Government;

(d) as soon as the period of dissolution expires, the Authority 
shall be reconstituted in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

CHAPTER III 
Registration 

11. (1) Every owner of a fishing vessel, processing plant or storage 
premises for marine products or conveyance used for the transport of 
marine products shall, before the expiration of one month from the date 
on which he first became owner of such fishing vessel, processing plant, 
storage premises or conveyance, or before the expiration of three months 
from the date of coming into force of this section, whichever is later, 
apply to the Authority for registration under this Act of every such fish¬ 
ing vessel, processing plant, storage premises, or conveyance owned by 
him: 

Provided that the Authority may, for sufficient reason, extend the 
time-limit for registration by such period as it thinks fit. 

(2) Registration once made shall continue to be in force until it is 
cancelled by the Authority. 

12. The form of application for registration under section 11 and for 
the cancellation of such registration, the fee payable on such applica¬ 
tions, the particulars to be included in such applications, the procedure 
to be followed in granting and cancelling registration and the registers 
to be kept by the Authority shall be such as may be prescribed. 


13. (1) Every owner referred to in sub-section (1) of section 11 
shall furnish to the Authority at the prescribed time and in the pres¬ 
cribed manner such returns as may be prescribed. 

(2) The Authority may authorise a member or any of its officers to 
inspect any fishing vessel, processing plant, storage premises or convey¬ 
ance at any time to verify the accuracy of any return made under this 
section, 

CHAPTER IV 

Finance, accounts and audit 

14 . ( 1 ) There shall be levied on all marine products which are ex¬ 
ported, a cess for the purposes of this Act at such rate not exceeding 
three per cent, ad valorem as the Central Government may, by notifica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette, fix. 

(2) The cess levied under sub-section ( 1 ) abali be in addition to any 
cess or duty leviable on marine pr.-ducts under any other law for the 
time being in force- 

(3) The provisions of the Customs Act, 1962, and the ruies and fegu- 52 of 1961 
lations made thereunder, including those relating to refunds and 
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exemptions from duty, shall, as far as may be, apply in relation to the levy 
and collection of the cess leviable under sub-section ( 1 ) as they apply 
in relation to the levy and collection of a duty of customs under that 
Act or those rules and regulations.

CHAPTER V 

Control by Central Government 

20. (I) The Central Government may, by order published in the 
Official Gazette, make provision for prohibiting, restricting or otherwise 
controlling the import or export of marine products, either generally or 
in specified classes of cases. 

(2) All marine products to which any order under sub-section (1) 
applies, shall be deemed to be goods of which the import or export has 

been prohibited under section 11 of the Customs Act, 1962, and all the 51 of 1962 
provisions of that Act shall have effect accordingly. 

(3) If any person contravenes any order made under sub-section (/), 
he shall, without prejudice to any confiscation or penalty to which he 
may be liable under the provisions of the Customs Act, 1962, as applied 
by sub-section (2), be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to one year, or with fine, or with both. 

21. The Authority shall carry out such directions as may be issued to 
It from time to time by the Central Government for the efficient adminis¬ 
tration of this Act.

with both. 

25. Whoever contravenes or attempts to contravene or abets the 
contravention of the provisions of this Act or of any rules made there¬ 
under other than the provisions, punishment for the contravention 
whereof has been provided for in sections 20, 23 and 24, shall be punish¬ 
able with imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months, 
or with line which may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both, 
and in the case of a continuing contravention with an additional fine 
which may extend to fifty rupees for every day during which such con¬ 
travention continues after conviction for the first such contravention. 
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26. (7) Where an offence-under this Act has been committed by a Offences 
company, every person who at the time the offence was committed was by com- 
in charge of and was responsible to, the company for the conduct of the parties, 
business of the company as well as the company shall be deemed to be 
gunty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and 
punished accordingly; 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall render any 
such person liable to' any punishment, if he proves that the offence was 
committed without his knowledge or that he exercised all due diligence 
to prevent the commission of such offence. 


(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (7), where an 
offence under this Act has been committed by a company and it is prov¬ 
ed that the offence has been committed with the consent or connivance 
pi or is attributable to any neglect on the part of, any director, manager, 
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secretary or other officer of the company, such director, manager, secre¬ 
tary or other officer shall also be deemed to be guilty of that offence and 
shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly. 

Explanation ,—For the purposes of this section—• 

(a) “company” means any body corporate and includes a firm 
or other association of individuals; and 

(b) “director”, in relation to a firm, mean.’ r. partner in the firm. 

27. No court inferior to that of a Presidency Magistrate or a Magis¬ 
trate of the first class shall try any offence punishable under this Act. 

28. No prosecution for any offence punishable under this Act shall 
be Instituted except with the previous sanction of the Central Govern¬ 
ment. 

29. No suit, prosecution or other legal proceedings shall lie against the 
Government, or the Authority or any Committee appointed by it, or any 
member of the Authority or such Committee, or any officer or other 
employee of the Government or of the Authority or any other person 
authorised by the Government or ihe Authority,- for anything which is in 
good faith done or intended to be done under this Act or the rules made 
thereunder. 

30. The Central Government may, by order notified in the Official 
Gazette, direct that any power exercisable by it under this Act ('not being 
the power to make rules under section 33) may also be exercised, in such 
cases and subject to such conditions, if any, as may be specified in the 
order, by such officer or authority as may be specified therein. 

31. (1) If the Central Government is satisfied that circumstances have 
arisen rendering it necessary that certain of the restrictions imposed by 
this Act should cease to be imposed or if it considers necessary or expe¬ 
dient so to do in the public interest, the Central Government may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette, suspend or relax to a specified 
extent, either indefinitely or for such period as may be specified in the 
notification, the operation of all or any of the provisions of this Act. 

(2) Where the operation of any provision of this Act has under sub¬ 
section (/) been suspended or relaxed indefinitely, such suspension or 
relaxation may at any time while this Act remains in force he removed 
by the Central Government by notification in the Official Gazette.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The marine products indus try has been included in the Export Policy 
Resolution as one of the tew industries having immense export potential 
if proper incentive and care be given to the industry. Though, in recent 
years, India has come up lrom a low position in the world shrimp market 
to occupy the second place m the list of exporting nations, yet it has 
touched only a fringe of the vast potentialities available lor export in the 
country. Besides eilecting an increase in the volume and value of ex¬ 
ports of shrimps and lobsters, which at present constitute ninety per 
cent, of our exports, there is considerable scope for exporting other 
varieties of marine products litre tuna, sardines, pomfret, Bombay duck, 
bream, crabs, eels, etc. 


2. The marine products industry is at present not subject to any dis¬ 
cipline or regulation. This: has resulted m an uneven and unhealthy 
development of the fish-processing sectors thus affecting adversely its eco¬ 
nomic opieration and better realisation of the unit value of export pro¬ 
ducts. Such an unregulated growth has also led to problems connected 
with inadequate facilities on shore relating to fresh water, power and 
timely internal transport and shipping arrangements. 

3. The problems faced by the marine products industry in the country 

call for the establishment of a central agency for regulating, organising 
and developing that industry on economic lines. Such agency should 
also be vested with adequate authority and necessary organisation directly 
involved in the co-ordinated development of the industry in relation to 
raw material, supply, processing, storage, transport and export marketing. 
A detailed study recently undertaken oy the Institute of Foreign Trade 
has indicated the necessity for the setting up of such a central agency. 
After careful consideration, Government ol India has come to the conclu¬ 
sion that a statutory Authority to be known as the Marine Products Ex¬ 
port Development Authority should be set up under the control of the 
Union. The Authority is proposed to be constituted, among others, with 
representatives of Governments of States having a coast, dealers of 
marine products and owners of fishing vessels and processing plants. It 
is proposed to vest the Authority with adequate powers to undertake 
suitable measures for the development of the marine products industry, 
such as promoting exports, undertaking marketing activities with a view 
to increasing the export potential of marine products, registering fishing 
vessels, processing plants, etc., giving ilnancial and other assistance and 
carrying out allied objects. The Bill contains a declaration that it 
expedient in the public interest that the Union should take under 
control the marine products industry and seeks to take powers for the 
netting up of a statutory Authority for the marine products try, 

mainlv with a view to enable it to undertake the activities mentioned 
above Power has also been taken for the Central Government to pro¬ 
hibit or control the imports and exports of marine products.

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PRESIDENTS RECOMMENDATION UNDER ARTICLE 117 OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF INDIA 

[Copy of letter No. 5/60/71-EP (Agri. II), dated the 7th March, 1972 
from Shri Lalit Narayan Mishra, Minister of Foreign Trade to the Secre¬ 
tary, Lok Sabha.] 

The President having been informed of the subject matter of the 
Marine Products Export Development Authority Bill, 1972, recommends 
under articles 117(1) and 117(3) of the Constitution of India, the intro¬ 
duction of the Bill and consideration thereof in the Lok Sabha. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

The Marine Products Export Development Authority Bill, 1972 pro¬ 
vides for the control by the Union if the marine products industry and 
tor that purpose to establish a Marine Products Export Development 
Authority [clause 4(1)] and levy a cess at a rate not exceeding three 
per cent ad valorem, on all marine products exported. 

2 . Under clause 4(3), read with clause 6 of the Bill, the Authority will 
n . v 7 e a Chairman, who will have to be paid such salary and allowances 
as may be fixed by the Central Government. Under clause 7(11 
and (2), a Director of Marine Products Export Development and a Secre¬ 
tary to the Authority have to be appointed for exercising such powers, 
and performing such duties under the Chairman as may be prescribed. 
Under clause 7 (3), the Director and Secretary will have to be paid such 
salary and allowances as may be fixed by the Central Government 
Under clause 7 (4), the Authority may appoint such officers and emplo¬ 
yees. as may be necessary for the efficient performance of its functions 
and pay them such salaries and allowances, at it may determine from 
time to time. Provision has been made for the making of rules in regard 
to the payment of remuneration to any person or persons appointed to 
perform the functions, of the Authority during the period of its dissolu¬ 
tion [clause 10(2) (b)]. 


3. It is not possible at the present stage to indicate precisely what ex¬ 
penditure will be incurred on the proposed Mnrinp Products Export Deve¬ 
lopment Authority. However, it is estimated that a non-recurring ex¬ 
penditure of about Rs. 2 lakhs is. likely to he incurred initially on the 
establishment of the said Authority. A recurring expenditure not ex-< 
ceeding Rs. 12 lakhs per annum is also likely to be incurred. 

4. Clause 16 of the Bill provides for grants and loans to be paid to the 
Authority by the Central Government. The amount of such payments 
will depend on the actual proceeds of the cess on the marine products and 
the amounts required by the Authority to meet its expenses, taking into 
account the scope of its activities. It is therefore, not possible to deter¬ 
mine the exact amount of expenditure that is likely to be incurred in this 
behalf. The amount of the grant to be given by the Government, is, how¬ 
ever, expected to he within the realisations from the cess, No such ex¬ 
penditure will, in any case, be incurred without due appropriation made 
by Parliament by law in this hehalf. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 33 of the Bill gives power to the Central Government to make 
rules to carry out the purposes of the Bill. The maters in. respect of 
which rules may be made relate, among others, to the term of ollice and 
other conditions of service of the members of the Authority, the proce¬ 
dure to be followed at meetings of the Authority, Lie preparation of 
budget estimates of receipts and expenditure of the Authority, the form 
and manner in which the accounts, of the Authority are to be maintain¬ 
ed and other matters of procedural or administrative nature. 

2 . Clause 34 of the Bill empowers the Authority to make regulations 
not inconsistent with the proposed legislation and the rules made there¬ 
under for enabling the Authority to discharge its functions under the 
Bill. The various matte is in relation to whiGi the Authority may make 
regulations have been detailed in particular in sulvause (2) of the clause 
These matters inter aVa relate to the procedure 1o bo followed'for the 
transaction of business at meetings of the Comrmllees appointed by the 
Authority, the travelling and other allowances payable to the members 
of the Authority and the members of its Committees, the conditions of 
service of the officers and employees of the Authority (other than the 
Director of Marine Products Export Development and the .Secretary) and 
the deposit and investment of the funds of the Authority. These are mat¬ 
ters of detail which it is difficult to provide for in the Bill Itself. Under 
sub-clause (3) of clause 34, no regulation made by the Authority will 
have effect until it has been approved by the Central Government.

of the Constitution of India read with article 116(2) thereof, the intro¬ 
duction of the Appropriation (Vote on Account) Bill, 1972, in the Lok 
Sabha and also the consideration of the Bill. 

2. The Bill will be introduced in the Lok Sabha immediately after 
the Demands for Grants, ‘on account’ for expenditure of the Central 
Government (excluding Railways) for the year 1972-73 have been voted.
